People Going at Too Rapid a Pace, 


Says Dr. Gladden. 


Columbus. 
O., June 26.— Rev. Dr. 
W ashington 
Gladden 
preached 
last 
night 
at 
the 
First 
Congregational 
church upon the "speed craze.” 
After 
referring to the craze for speed in cy­ 
cling and automobiling, and its attend­ 
ant risks and consequences. Dr. Glad­ 
den said: 
"This greed of velocity has 
worse still to answ er for. 
The recent 
rockless speeding of railway trains Is 
part of the craze. 
I cannot b elieve 
that any real interest of man is se­ 
cured 
by 
th ese 
furious 
schedules. 
They are a fruit of the distem per of 
the time. 
T h ey involve risks and 
perils to trainm en as well as to pas­ 
sengers which are, I believe, wholly 
unwarranted by 
any normal human 
demand. 
It cannot be safe to send 
such prodigious constructions through 
the air at seven ty miles an hour. 
The 
awful casualty at Mentor the other 
day, em phasizes the peril. 
It is quite 
misleading to say that the speed of 
the train had nothing to do with the 
accident. 
It is true that the train 
woukl 
have been thrown from the 
track even if it had been going at 35 
miles an hour instead of 70, but it is 
not at all probable that a half or a 
quarter 
of 
the 
destruction 
of 
life 
would have occurred at the low er rate 
of speed. 
The mom entum of the train 
would have been Just half as great, 
and the crash just half as terrible. 
Any breaking of a wheel or an axle, 
any misplacement, of a switch, any ob­ 
struction on the track, means vastly 
more of death and destruction to a 
train m oving at that high rate. 
“Speaking more generally, it is e v i­ 
dent that this speed craze is not only 
lessening our pleasures and in creas­ 
ing our perils, hut that it is also short­ 
ening the lives of many who are not 
victims of its slaughters. 
The rush 
and hurry are producing a great crop 
of fatal nervous disorders. 
That haste 
makes w aste of life, in many cases, Is 
far too m anifest.”

United States, the commercial guilds 
of China have determined to institute 
a boycott on Am erican manufacturers. 
The representations, backed by the 
authority of the American Asiatic So­ 
ciety and commercial bodies through­ 
out the country, induced the president 
to make an investigation of the situ a­ 
tion with a view of remedying tho 
evils cnmplaii * d of. it they vv> ie found 
to exist. 
The .-ubj ct was discussed 
thoroughly by the cabinet cud the 
president took it un personally with 
Secretary M etcalf of the departm ent 
ot com m em a 'n I labor who has su ­ 
pervision of the immigration bureau 
As a result of the inquiry orders 
have been issued to the diplomatic 
and consular representatives of the 
United States in China by the presi­ 
dent himself that they must look cl ise- 
ly to the perform ance of their duties 
under the exclusion law and see to it 
that members of the exempt classes 
com in g to this country are provided 
with proper certificate- 
These cer­ 
tificates will he accepted at any port 
of the United States and will guaran­ 
tee the bearer ara b ist any harsh or 
discourteous treatment. 
Such treat­ 
ment. indeed, will he the cause of the 
instant dismissal of the offending offi­ 
cial, whoever he may be. 
In addition to the president’s orders 
Secretary Metcalf has issued instruc­ 
tions to the im m igration officers which 
it is believed will remedy the difficulty 
heretofore complained of by the Chi­ 
nese governm ent and individuals.

taken by this governm ent to meet the 
objections made by the Chinese will
